BILL SUMMARY:

The proposed Joint Resolution amends Article 111, Section 9 of the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895,
relating to the sessions of the General Assembly. The proposed Bill further provides that the proposed
changes to the sessions of the General Assembly must be submitted for approval to the qualified electors at
the next general election.

EXPLANATION OF IMPACT:

The State Election Commission indicates there will be no impact on the General Fund of the State or on
Federal and/or other funds. While there is a cost associated with printing a referendum ballot, the funding for
statewide general elections is sufficient to cover this cost.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT IMPACT:
None.

SPECIAL NOTES:
The proposed amendment wonld allow the General Assembly to recede for a time period not to exceed thirty

calendar days. This would represent up to fifteen legislative days with an estimated savings of approximately
$294,000 to the General Fund of the State each year.
